th»t the leuiH) was a tight one »ud testi- 
fied that MaoDonoagu Agieed to give 
Berry tbe option. Berry had the confi- 
dence of Mac and was in a poa.tiou to 
persuade and induce Mac to give tho 
option. MacDonough testified that he 
•greed to give Berry the option and that 
Berry was the first man who had spoken 
to him about it. 
There is no conflict between MacDon- 


ongh's deposition and his testimony on 
that point. 


Mr. Grady called attention to the 


character of Charles 8. Moses, who had 
through the solicitation of fiuch men as 
Vanderlip and Berry invested a large 
amount of capital in 25,000 acres of land 
and thus assisted iu materially building 
up this county. Such a man's testi- 
mony should be believed. He was n 
responoible man, and hid testimony wag 
corroborated by that of Berry, Vanderlip 
and others. Moses testified to the fact 
that Berry had secured the option, and 
that when Vanderlip brought him here 
to buy the property thero was a largo 
profit iu tho transaction for the sollere. 


Vtmderlip was buying wool and eheop, 


and Moses being a wool buyer and being 
well acquainted with Vanderlip, would 
be naturally supposed to have confidence 
in whatever statements Vanderlip might 
make regarding tbe advisability of buy- 
ing the property. It was for this reason 
that Butler and Berry jointly agreed to 
pay Vanderlip for bringing Moses here 
aud recommending tbe property as u 
good buy. Moses offered Butler $UO an 
acre for the north half, but Butler said 
that he could not entertain tbe proposi- 
tion for the northIjalf, while he might 
receive a similar proposition for the 
whole tract, but he had to see Berry first 
because Beiry had an interest in tho 
sale. Butler testified thai what he had 
laid was that Berry had a commission 
interest in tho property. If Berry bad 
merely a commission interest why should 
Butler, the principal, decline to accept 
an offer where he had only a fixed 
amount to pay the agent?
